From the Editor’s Desk... . 


Cooperation between the Catholic Library Association and other library and pro- 
fessional organizations has increased considerably during the past few years. The 
exchange of ideas and the seeking, as well as offering, of counsel on problems of 
mutual interest is but another indication of the growing maturity of the Association. 


Independence can often be admired, but no single library or association can meet, 
master and solve all of its problems on an independent basis. Consequently, co- 
operation between groups has developed rapidly in recent years in a successful 
move to cope with the situation. Librarians, libraries and library associations have 
worked together in organizing union catalogs, both regional and national, in setting 
up standards and procedures for inter-library loan and courtesy buying, and in co- 
operative microform reproductions, to name but a few results of cooperation. 


The CLA is constantly cooperating with other organizations. We are, for exam- 
ple, a member of the Council of National Library Associations. We are cooperat- 
ing, in a mutual attempt to further the aims of each group, with the following 
organizations; Catholic Press Association, National Council of Catholic Men, Na- 
tional Council of Catholic Women, National Office for Decent Literature, National 
Catholic Educational Association, National Book Committee, National Library Week, 
American Association of School Librarians, American Library Association, Associa- 
tion of College and Research Libraries, and Publishers’ Parish Service. 


As a result our ideas are being considered in developing new standards for col- 
lege and school libraries we have a voice in planning, promoting and celebrating 
Catholic Press Month and National Library Week; we are assisting in organizing 
parish libraries, and we have a major influence in the writing, publication, distribu- 
tion and reading of good Catholic books. 


At the national level it can easily be seen that the idea of cooperation is a just 
means to a fruitful end. Can the same be said for the application of the idea at the 


local level? 


The answer to that question must be an unequivocal yes. For a successful CLA, 
members must cooperate in their local areas. What was your reaction the last time 
you were asked to participate in some cooperative venture in your own area? Per- 
haps it was an attempt to devise proceedures for the exchange of borrowing privi- 
leges among the students in the colleges and universities of your area. It may have 
been a request to join a local committee for a national library convention, or for 
the celebration of Catholic Book Week or National Library Week. Perhaps you 
were asked to participate in a book drive for the missions. Were you a willing 
partner in these activities? Or were you too busy? 


Aren't we all too busy. to take on additional responsibilities? But if we don’t 
help, who will? All of us can and should gladly cooperate with our fellow librarians 
and educators on problems of mutual concern. In the long run we all benefit greatly 
from these joint efforts. Consider the benefits of the U.S. Book Exchange, the Farm- 
ington Plan, the national inter-library loan code, the union catalogs, the Union List 
of Serials, and other similar cooperative ventures. It is virtually impossible to or- 
ganize, expand and give adequate service in a library without using some of these 


publications and services. 


As the year draws to a close and the traditional time of making resolutions for 
the next year approaches, won't you join with us in a concerted effort to continue 
and enlarge the success of the following: )1 Catholic Book Week—cooperate with 
your local committee; 2) Catholic Library Association—renew your membership 
and enlist at least one mew member; 3) CLA Convention—plan now to attend the 
1959 conference; 4) Catholic Press Month (February), Brotherhood Week (Feb. 
15-21), National Library Week (Apr. 12-18)—plan ahead for a successful celebra- 
tion of each; 5) Participate in at least one cooperative activity before the school 


year ends.

@ The complete works of St. Thomas More—the Englishman who coined the word 
“Utopia” in his book by that name—wiil be compiled and edited in a 10-year project 
to be launched at the Yale University Library 

More’s works will be published in two series, one a scholarly edition with full ma- 
terials for study, and the other a popular edition of selected works in modernized spell- 
ing. Nine or ten volumes in each series are envisioned. 

The publications will be known as the Yale Edition of the Works of St. Thomas 
More and will be published by the Yale University Press 

Louis L. Martz, Douglas Tracy Smith, Professor of English and American Literature 
at Yale, will serve as Chairman of the editing project 

Members of the project’s Executive Committee also will include David R. Wat- 
kins, Yale Library Reference Librarian; Yale English Professor William K. Wimsatt, Jr.; 
Franklin L. Baumer, Yale Professor of History; the Rev. E. J. Klein, Curator of Early 
Catholic Literature at Yale; and Gerard L. Carroll and Thomas B. Murray, both of 
New York City. —

vard; Professor Leicester Bradner, Brown; Louis B. Wright, Director, Folger Shakespeare 
Library, D.C.; A. F. Allison, Assistant Keeper, Department of Printed Books, British Mu- 
seum; Associate Professor D. W. Harding, Yale; Professor Elizabeth F. Rogers, Wilson 
College; the Rev. W. J. Ong, S.J., St. Louis University; R. W. Burchfield, Honorary Sec-

@ The Operations Research Department, Engineering Research Institute, University of 
Michigan, has completed for the Council on Library Resources, Inc. a feasibility study 
of the application of telereference to a library system involving central and divisional 
catalogs. Copies of the report of this study, having the following title, are available free 
upon application to the University of Michigan, Willow Run Laboratories, Operations 
Research Department, P.O. Box 2008, Ann Arbor, Michigan. 

“Application of a telereference system to divisional library card catalogs. A 

feasibility analysis.’’ Final Report 2733-1-F Council on Library Resources, Inc., 

Washington, D.C., 1958. 91 p., 28 cm. 

Telereference is a term coined to describe a type of system whereby a card cato- 
log might be consulted from a remote location. Such a system might involve (a) a switch- 
ing mechanism for locating a desired group of cards in the catalog, (b) television equip- 
ment for viewing the cards, and (c) card-turning equipment under control of the user 
for turning cards backwards and forwards. Such a system is technologically feasible. If 
it were also economically feasible, it might be used to coordinate or consolidate the cata- 
logs of libraries over a wide area, e.g., a city, state or region. 

Before contracting for the construction of a “‘telereference’’ system, the Council 
needed to gain information about the quantity of equipment needed for a particular 
installation in order to assess the probable costs involved and saving likely to be effect- 
ed through avoidance of present maintenance costs of divisional dictionary catalogs. To 
obtain this information a particular system proposed by manufacturers of closed-circuit 
television equipment was evaluated. The report now published reflects the results of a 
study of these matters conducted in the central library and 17 divisional libraries at the 
University of Michigan by an operations research group under the leadership of Frank 
R. Bacon, Jr., Research Associate. The study involved a statistical analysis of the use of 
the various catalogs, engineering estimates of the equipment required to meet peak loads 
of individual libraries and of the system as a whole, and an accounting study of the pres- 
ent costs of maintenance of the divisional catalogs. 

The conclusions of the study indicate that although a “‘telereference’’ system might 
be expected to provide benefits additional to those present in the existing system, it is 
not economically feasible with the present equipment which was evaluated during the 
course of the study; and further equipment development is needed. The study brought 
out a number of statistically interesting characteristics of the use of divisional libraries. 
It also provided useful data on the cost of maintaining divisional catalogs.

Association’s Regina Medal

When the Catholic Library Association met 
for its annual Conference in Boston, 1955, the 
newly formed Elementary School Libraries Sec- 
tion presented to its sectional members its new 
constitution highlighting the purposes of the 
section and its projected activities. 

One of the activities so outlined—and the one 
receiving its “founding fathers’” close attention 

was the the Children’s Literature 
Committee, set-up to promote by the establish- 
ment of awards or prizes the writing of good 
literature for children. The committee! felt that 
its first obligation was to spell out for the public 
it served the standards of excellence which the 
\ssociation held. Hence, the formulating of this 
statement was the first work undertaken by the 


work of 


committee. After a series of meetings in Louis- 
ville (1956) and Buffalo (1957) the committee 
presented to the Executive Council the follow 
ing report. 

In order to dramatize its statement of stand- 
ards, it was suggested that an award be made: 

1. to an individual whose lifetime dedication 
to the highest standards of literature for chil- 
dren had made him an exemplar of the words 
of Walter de la Mare “only the rarest kind of 
best of anything is good enough for the young.” 

2. to an individual irrespective of religion, 
country of birth, or nature of contribution (pub- 
lisher, editor, illustrator, etc.) 

3. at the annual CLA Conference at a special 
luncheon. 

From such a preliminary statement, the com- 
mittee went to work on such details as (1) the 
name of the award (2) the financing of the 
award (3) the method of selection of the re- 
cipient of the award (4) the arrangements for 
the luncheon. Of all these considerations, ob- 
viously the second loomed the largest. 

At this time, providenially, a letter came from 
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Rev. Homer Mattlin, S.J., at that time Presi 
dent of the Catholic Library Association, inform 
ing the chairman of the committee that an 
anonymous donor had offered a considerable 
sum to endow a medal to be given in the field 
of children’s literature, the only stipulation being 
that the award be named in honor of the Blessed 
Mother for whom the donor has great devotion. 
The committee felt this communication came 
as a sign from heaven, and that the project was 
indeed worthwhile. Subsequent correspondence, 
meetings and deliberations resolved the prob 
attendant upon such a venture and in 
at the Buffalo Conference, the member

ship was informed at the closing business ses 
sion that the Regina Medal had been estab 
lished. 

The selection of the name of the award in 
dicates something of the happy combination of 
“coincidences” impinging on the entire project. 
The committee sought earnestly for a title which 
would indicate the “supremacy,” the “excellence” 
of the literature they would be honoring; for a 
title which would capture the spirit in which 
the award was made (such as the Laetare Medal 
had so successfully demonstrated); for a title 
which would honor Mary without serving to 
confuse those whose knowledge of her titles 
was limited. The title submitted by the com 
mittee was the “Regina Coeli” award. Why? 
Because the award would always be made in 
the Regina Coeli season, Eastertide; because 
the Easter Season typifies the springtime of ou 
lives, the green and golden days of our child 
hood; because the title represents the joy and 
pure delight of spirit so characteristic of this 
season. When the title was reduced eventually 
to the simple “Recrna Awarp,” the significance 
of the happy coincidence became more appar 
ent.

invitation of a group of industrialists and plan 
ners to re-examine his adopted city and to write 
a poem on “Chicago Dynamic.” Sandburg notes 
in his address to this group that the first sky- 
scrapers of Chicago are overtowered by far taller 
ones and that there are “chain supermarkets,” 
“concrete highways spanning the city,” and 
Millions of horses vanished into horizons of thin 
air to be replaced by millions of steel tractors, 
skyways and airport timetables. . . . 


Chicago has indeed an irrepressible vigor. 
With its motto, “I will!” it has skyrocketed its 
multifarious activities to the zenith of world re 
nown. Second largest city in America, fourth in 
the world, Chicago has a reckless and expansive 
air. Yet it rings with friendliness and sincerity. 
It is the world’s leading convention center. More 
than 1,000 major meetings and expositions are 
conducted in the metropolis annualiy and over 
twelve and a half million visitors enjoy the fa- 
cilities of a city where there is never a boring 
hour. 

Chicago's great magnetic power is its har 
monious combination of advantages. It is ideal 
ly located. Situated at the bottom of Lake Mich- 
igan in the richest section of the Mississippi 
Valley, it is within a few hundred miles of both 
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the nation’s center of population as well as its 
geographical center. As it was in a key position 
as a stopping off place for Indians, missionaries 
and explorers in the early days of American his 
tory, so today Chicago is most accessible to tra 
vellers. The great highway, airway, and railroad 
systems which cover the United States like intri 
cate spider webs are knotted in greatest concen- 
tration at Chicago. More great railroads start or

There are seven 
teen passenger air lines in the city, including six 
transoceanic systems and the lines serving Latin 
America and Canada. The city boasts of the 
largest bus terminal in the nation. Arrivals in 
the metropolis by private automobile or public 
interstate bus lines account for millions of out 
of-towners monthly. Some travellers come to 
Chicago by water, especially during the summer 
months. Steamers to Chicago operate from such 
cities as Buffalo, Cleveland and Detroit. 
Chicago is also a popular meeting spot be 
cause it can satisfy practically every visitor's de 
sire.

At night, the gleam 
ing lights in these rocketing edifices make a sky 
line of breath-taking beauty and grandeur. The 
two-billion candle-power revolving beacon atop 
the Palmolive Building, 600 feet above Michi 
gan Avenue, can direct aviators up to 500 miles 
away.

The Civic Opera 
House and Orchestra Hall helped to elevate 
Chicago to a major musical center even when 
the city was incredibly young. The unique set- 
up of colossal libraries includes the Chicago 
Public Library and its 60 branches, the John 
Crerar Scientific Library and the Newberry Li 
brary which is world famous for its collections of 
rare books, American Indian culture and geneal 
ogy. Institutions of higher learning include Chi 
cago Teachers College, Northwestern Universi 
ty, University of Chicago and University of Il 
linois, as well as the Catholic institutions of De 
Paul University, Loyola University, Mundelein, 
Gavir and Rosary College.

But it is the people who make a city intriguing 
and warm in its friendliness. Chicago is the great 


melting pot of the nation. You can find almost 
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every nationality and every state represented 
among the residents of Chicago. There are 
famous individuals too. The eyes of the world 
and in particular of the Catholic world were 
fastened on Chicago last April after Pope Pius 
XII appointed His Eminence Samuel Cardinal 
Stritch, Archbishop of Chicago, the Pro-prefect 
of the Sacred Congregation of the Propogation 
of the Faith. The Cardinal's ensuing illness and 
death drew forth more prominently the apprecia 
tion and concern of the world for this great 
American leader.

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plorer Rene Robert Cavelier gazed ecstatically 
at the swampland around Lake Michigan and 
predicted: “This will be the gate of the empire, 
this the seat of commerce!” Chicago was not in- 
corporated as a town until 1833, but its history 
really begins with the period of French explora- 
tion when such men as Louis Joliet and Father 
Jacques Marquette passed through the vicinity. 
In 1679, just six years after these explorers had 
used the Chicago Portage to reach the Chicago 
River, the site became an important trading 
post. Chicago was not again prominent until 
after the Revolutionary War when the western 
Indian tribes gave the United States six square 
miles at the mouth of the Chicago River. Fort 
Dearborn was built in 1803 by Captain John 
Whistler and a company of soldiers. An event 
of special significance occurred in 1829 when 
canal commissioners mapped a proposed canal 
and laid out the towns of Chicago and Ottawa, 
Illinois, at either end. In 1830, the first town 
lots of Chicago were sold at auction. It was 
incorporated as a town with an area of about 
one square mile in 1833. 

In 1848, the Illinois-Michigan Canal was 
opened and the number of people in Chicago

Despite the calamity, Chicagoans 
were not discouraged; they worked diligently to 
rebuild the city. They have never stopped! 
Chicago became international when in 1893 
it was the seat of the World's Columbian Expo 
sition held in Jackson Park. The remarkable 
beauty of the Fair buildings and grounds was 
the work of Daniel H. Burnham and other ar- 
chitects. At this time leading citizens began a 
program for inaugurating Chicago's esthetic de 
velopment. A Century of Progress Exposition, a 
second world’s fair, was held in Chicago in 


1933 and 1934. Chicago opened a seven-month 


celebration of the one hundredth birthday of 


its city charter, in 1937. The Railroad Fair of 
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Chicago's Natural History Museum, 
founded in 1893. 


1948-49 occupied the same grounds as did the 
World's Fair buildings, i.e., the land taken from 
Lake Michigan by filling along the shore.

Furthermore, the Argonne Cancer Research Hos 
pital and the Enrico Fermi Institute for Nuclear 
Studies at University of Chicago are striving 
toward more effective ways of employing atomic 
energy for man’s benefit. Nuclear research in 
the Chicago area has grown into a multimillion 
dollar proposition. No other major city has seen 
such rapid progress in so new a science. 

Last summer the Chicagoland Fair demon 
strated that Chicago is the “vast, vital, surging, 
boom town by the lake.” Its magnetic attraction 
for visitors can be summed up in the word, 
vARiETY! Chicago has everything and lots of it. 
Carl Sandburg was correct in calling Chicago 


DYNAMIC, as was Wallace Rice who eulogized: 


“O Great City of Visions, waging the war of the 
free, 
Beautiful, strong and alert, a GODDESS in pur 
pose and mien.”

Rev. Terence L. Connolly, S.J. 


BY HIS EMINENCE RICHARD CARDINAL CUSHING, D.D. 


Archbishop of Boston 


Sermon given by His Eminence in honor of the 
golden jubilee of Father Connolly on September 
8, 1958 at St. Ignatius Church, Chestnut Hill. 


The vocation of a Jesuit priest has followed 
traditionally in the pathways of scholarship, en- 
lightened by prayer and safeguarded by a re 
gime of religious discipline. From the earliest 
days of his association with the Society, the 
young Jesuit receives the formation of the clas 
sics. He is encouraged to read widely and dis 
criminatingly the works of the great masters of 
antiquity. He is taught to measure the value of 
the literary productions of his own day by their 
conformity with standards sent in the past by 
those whose names have survived the relentless 
sifting of literary criticism. 

The Jesuit’s early studies in the humanities 
are followed by long years of philosophy and 
theology, during which he discovers the princi 
ples which afford explanation of the nature, ori 
gin and destiny of the universe, and raises the 
eyes of natural reason to vistas of truth laid open 
by divine revelation. The Jesuit is thus in a po 
sition to become a scholar in the truest sense of 
the word. He is not merely one who has a mas 
tery of detail or who can win the respect of the 
learned world by his erudition and his sense of 
literary perfection. He brings the particular field 
in which he claims competence into proper re 
lation with the ultimate goals of scholarship; he 
avoids the senseless exaggerations of those who 
make learning itself the supreme value of hu 
man existence. He can bring the fruits of his 
study from the ivory towers of scholarly re- 
search into the dreary plains of every day life. 
He can communicate to the souls of ordinary 
men the love of truth which has become the 
guiding rule of his own life. He can inspire in 
those who gather around his professor's chair a 
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zeal for scholarly perfection which will move 
them towards the ideals of true Christian hu 
manism. 

No field of scholarly pursuit is alien to the 
interests of the well-trained Jesuit. At whatever 
level he carries on his work, he endeavors to 
bring about a successful integration of the ideals 
of education with the existing needs of those 
who are to be educated. Thus we find in the 
true Jesuit scholar one who can be a scientist 
without making science itself his philosophy 
of life, one who can be proficient in the arts 
without divorcing art from its necessary rela 
tion with religious and moral truths, one who 
can master the bewildering details of economics 
and sociology without forgetting that these sub 
jects deal with the periphery of human activity, 
and require to be brought under the saving con 
trol of philosophical and theological wisdom. 

We pay honor today to a scholar and priest of 
the Society of Jesus who has attained world 
wide eminence in his chosen field while remain 
ing both a zealous priest and an exemplary re 
ligious. Father Terence Connolly has never de 
viated from the direction in which his steps were 
turned fifty years ago when he placed himself 
under the standard of the militant and indomit 
able Ignatius of Loyola. His career has brought 
him into unusual relations with scholars of all 
faiths and all varieties of national culture. He 
has won the respect and esteem not only of 
those who can understand and sympathize with 
his own ideals of scholarship, but also of those 
with whom his association has been casual and 
passing rather than deeply personal. 

Terence Connolly was born in the nearby 
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town of North Attleboro and received his early 
education in the public schools of Pawtucket, 
Rhode Island. Fifty years ago this month, as a 
young man of twenty, he entered the Society of 
Jesus. His training as a Jesuit followed the pat- 
tern which moulds the man into the disciplined 
subject of his superiors and the cultured gentle- 
man into the soldier of Christ. His natural in- 
clination towards literary pursuits was evident 
from the very beginning, but it was kept in due 
subordination to the exacting demands of the 
novitiate and the broadening influences of Jes- 
uit community life. 


His Early Years 

For many years, both as a scholastic and as a 
priest, Father Connolly was professor of Eng- 
lish at Fordham and Georgetown Universities. 
In 1924 he came to Boston College to begin the 
long term of distinguished service in the de- 
partment of English which has continued up 
to the present time. He was one of the early 
members of the Faculty of the Graduate School 
of Boston College, in which he served for al- 
most twenty years as head of the department of 
English. Those who have attended his classes 
and carried on special studies under his direc- 
tion can bear witness to Father Connolly's com- 
petence in his chosen field and to his warm and 
personal friendship for all who gave themselves 
seriously to the work which he was able to 
help them accomplish. During these long years 
of dedicated scholarly activity, Father Connolly 
developed the particular interests which have 
inspired the work which he continues to be 
associated with at Boston College. 

Many of us are old enough to remember the 
limited facilities of the library around which 
the students of Boston College carried on their 
studies during the early years of the new founda- 
tion at University Heights. As we compare the 
small room in the Tower Building, so difficult 
of access and so lacking in equipment, with the 
magnificent edifice in which hundreds of stud- 
dents toil ceaselessly at the present time, we 
may pause today to pay tribute to our honored 
jubilarian for the part which he has played in 
making Boston College Library so serviceable 
and so richly endowed. 

Father Connolly has grown old and weary in 
his efforts as Librarian of Boston College to raise 
the library to a stature worthy of the great Uni- 
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versity to which the modest College of yester 
day has grown. Anyone who has worked in a 
library knows of the disappointments and frus 
trations, the endless struggles against material 
limitations, the painstaking search for necessary 
and useful tools of research that are involved in 
the building up of a library from a miscellane 
ous collection of 
shelf-fillers to a well-stocked and accurately cat 
alogued center for discriminating and produc 
tive research. Under Father Connolly's intelli 


unwanted and superfluous 


gent and untiring direction, the library of Bos 
ton College has rendered invaluable service not 
only for the under-graduates, who find in it 
abundant materials for collateral reading, but 
more particularly to the graduate students, for 
whose specialized requirements an efficiently 
functioning research center is so indispensable. 
The test of a good library is the extent to which 
its facilities are sought by visiting scholars whose 
needs cannot be satished in other institutions. If 
Boston College Library is meeting this test with 
ever-increasing success, it is because Father Con 
nolly and his associates have labored so strenu 
ously and with such great personal sacrifice to 
meet the demands of the modern intellectual 


world. 


Francis Thompson Collection 

Father Connolly's greatest single achievement 
as Librarian of Boston College has been to bring 
the library, and subsequently to expand, the ex 
traordinary collection of original documents con 
nected with the literary career of Francis Thomp 
son. Only one who had learned to love Thomp 
son and to discern beyond the tragic circum 
stances in which he lived and died the soul of a 
poet and the deeply buried yearnings of a saint 
could have dedicated himself to the long years 
of labor which the compiling of the Thompson 
Collection has involved. The theologian in Fath 
er Connolly quickly grasped the resemblance be 
tween the plaintive and exquisitely phrased 
yearnings of Thompson and the bold and bril 
liant revelations of a great mystic like St. Ber 
nard. Thus Father Connolly has made a major 
contribution to the rescue of Francis Thompson 
from the oblivion into which he could easily 
haven fallen, and to his proper evaluation as 
one of the great figures in the history of Chris 
tian spirituality. 

It has been my privilege to have known Fath- 
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Rev. Terence L. Connolly, S.J. 
Librarian, professor, rare bookman, 
and author. 


er Connolly as a priest of the Archdiocese of 
Boston over the past quarter of a century. I 
have seen him in action not only in the scholar 
ly setting of his position as professor and librar 
ian at Boston College, but as a willing and loyal 
subject of his superiors in the broader areas of 
labor which fall to the lot of the pastor of souls. 
Father Connolly's influence over his associates 
has been exerted not only on their literary pur 
suits, but on the more significant and more eter 
nally valuable yearnings of their spiritual life. 
Those who have been drawn to him because he 
was a man of learning have remained to admire 
in him the man of God, in whose priestly and re 
ligious life they might find guidance and in- 
spiration in their own yearnings to follow the 
impulses of God's grace. 

Like anyone else who has undertaken great 
projects in God’s name, Father Connolly has 
experienced the struggle which must ensue 
when personal preferences come into conflict 
with established policies and with the demands 


of the common good. Let it be said to his credit 
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that he has never wavered in his loyalty to the 
Church, to his religious community and to the 
great College with which he has been so closely 
identified. He has sought the crown of justice 
rather than the fleeting rewards of personal glor 
ification. Always modest and unassuming, his 
greatest joy has been to work quietly and hope 
fully with those who have shared in his literary 
interests. 

Father Connolly's editions of Francis Thomp 
son’s works are well known, as is his edition of 
the mystical poetry of Coventry Patmore. His 
studies on Chaucer and on the literary figures of 
the Elizabethan Period are of recognized value. 
Yet, he disdains the fame of an author and thinks 
of himself rather as the plodding professor, striv 
ing to make available to others the fruit of his 
own study. Perhaps he might prefer even to be 
known as a simple priest, living day by day in 
the shadow of his Master. It is as a priest and a 
religious that we salute him today. 

[he qualities that brighten his priesthood are 
so obvious that they will be immediately recog 
nized by those who have known him casually 
or constantly. Intellectually honest, he hounded 
the truth in every work he adopted, in every 
duty to which he was assigned. Eager to diffuse

Several years have elapsed since criticism of 


the present A.L.A. cataloging code leveled off 


and was followed by an organized effort to revise 
the rules and perhaps draft a new code. First, a 
Steering Committee on Catalog Code Revision 
was appointed, with Wyllis E. Wright as chair 
man. After a search over a large area, an editor 
was selected, the choice falling on Seymour 
Lubetzky, who had been the foremost critic of

During the three or four years since the Steei 
Ing Committee and the new editor have devoted 
their attention toward revising the rules, vari 
ous parts of the code have gone through the 
mill and progress was being made toward draft 
ing new directives, so it was reported. However, 
librarians and catalogers were becoming inquisi 
tive about the new look of the revised code, and 


even hinted at too much secrecy. 


Many Are Invited 


lo forestall any misgivings and possible mis 
understanding such as arose after the last revi 
sion, because librarians and catalogers were not 
instructed about the changes, it was thought 
opportune to offer the new code in its present 
working-draft state for discussion and criticism 
at an institute. Invitations were extended to all 
who might be interested in attending an Insti 
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tute on Cataloging Code Revision. The Institute 
was held at Stanford University, July 9-12, 1958, 
sponsored jointly by the Cataloging and Classih 
cation Section of the Resources and Technical 
Services Division of the American Library As 
sociation (a name which promptly poses a cot 
porate entry problem tor the codihers and the 
Stanford University Libraries. The 200 who ac 


cepted the invitation included the Reverend 
Oliver L. Kapsner, O.S.B., as ofhcial representa

The first part of the code, on entry, is divided 
into three main groups: choice of entry for per 
sonal authors; choice and form of name for per 
sonal authors; and corporate authors, where 
choice of entry and choice and form of name are 
usually combined. The reader will notice at a 
glance in the outline above the sections for 
which directives have been drafted and those not 
yet covered. While for corporate authorship rules 
have been drafted both for choice of entry and 
for choice and form of name, for personal author 
ship only rules for choice of main entry have 
been prepared. Catholic libraries are particularly 
interested in the choice and form of name for 
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certain classes of personal names, as names of 
saints and names for members of religious or- 
ders, both of which are much confused and high- 
ly impractical in the present code. Italian sur- 
names with prefixes and form of name for sov- 
ereigns also deserve attention. 

For works of religious bodies, which consti- 
tute a special class under corporate authorship, 
rules have not yet been drafted for either choice 
of entry or for choice and form of name. It was 
very regrettable that the rules for religious bod- 
ies, entrusted to a special subcommittee, had not 
yet been prepared, as we were thus deprived of 
an opportunity to study them and evaluate them 
in the light of the structure of the new code 
and alongside other similar problems. The sub- 
committee for the next section, government pub 
lications, also a special class of corporate author- 
ship, was apparently more alert, having its rules 
ready for both choice of entry and for choice 
and form of name. 

That rules for works based on other works, 
for special materials and for special cataloging 
have not yet been drafted can be understood, 
as these matters can best be clarified after the 
previous more basic ones have been attended to. 
It may be mentioned, however, that Catholic 
libraries will again show special interest in the 
rules for commentaries and concordancies, poor- 
ly treated in the present code. Rules for biblio 
graphical description are not included because 
it is presumed that the present Library of Con 
gress Rules for Descriptive Cataloging will form 
the basis for that part of the new code.

The Corporate Author Complex 

When Mr. Lubetzky was directed to prepare 
a thorough review of the present A.L.A. code, 
he was asked to give special consideration to the 
rules for corporate authors. It could consequent 
ly be expected that a large part of the program 
and meeting would be devoted to the corporate 
entry problem. Of the 71-page working draft of 
the code, pages 19-63 were devoted to works of 
corporate authorship, with the rules for “Works 
of Religious Bodies” not yet included. Five 
of the papers read dealt specifically and en 
tirely with entries for corporate bodies, three 
more did so in part. Those in attendance were 
thus forcefully reminded that the corporate en 
try is the most critical area in our cataloging prac 
tice. 

The corporate entry is an American contribu 
tion, dating back to the era of Cutter in the last 
century. It has only recently received some at 
tention in European countries. This new Euro 
pean interest, however, is giving the American 
library profession courage to continue to grap- 
ple with the problem and attempt to discover 
a rational solution, and perhaps eventually even 
an international solution. The Germans intro- 
duced the corporate entry for the first time only 
a few years ago, a modified form of their own 
design. The German spokesman, Dr. Sickmann, 
remarked that after seeing how uncertain our 
future course still is, despite many years of ex 
perimentation with the corporate entry, he would 
hardly be prepared to recommend following the 
American way. The French are using the cor 
porate entry to an extent in Biblio, the French 
CBI, but there was no librarian from France in 
attendance to make any comments. The British 
have for some years been unable to keep pace 
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with the complex American way of handling 
corporate authors. There was nobody present 
from Russia, but Mr. Osborn in his paper stated 
that “it could well be that the Russians are on 
right lines when they restrict the corporate en 
try to the ofhcial material of institutions and to 
material for which readers cannot ask without 
indicating the corporate ‘authors.” 

As already indicated, the corporate entry ques- 
tion occupied most of the time at the Institute, 
with particular attention given to the case of var 
iant names and change of name, to subdivisions 
of corporate bodies, and to entry under name or 
under place. Perhaps here would be a fitting 
place to give our readers some specimens of the 
new directives, and let them judge for themselves 
to what extent the new rules promise to be di- 
rect or vague, simple or complex, uniform or ex 
ceptive, practical or impractical, economical or 
costly. 

Rule 16. Variant Names and Change of 
Name. 

a. “If the name of a corporate body is found 
on its works in variant forms, the ofhcial form 
of name is used in the entry, except when an 
other form of name is predominantly used or the 
body has come to be known and is identified in 
reference sources by another form of name. 

b. “If the name of a corporate body has 
changed, its several names are successively used 
and linked by appropriate references. 

“However, exception is made of minor changes 
in the form of a name, of changes of short dura- 
tion, and of changes in the name of a minor body 
represented by a few works—in which cases the 
body is preferably represented under its latest 


form of name.” 


Rule 8. Work of Division of Corporate Body. 

a. “A work issued as an act, communication, 
or product of the activity of a division or unit 
of a corporate body is entered under the name 
of the division or unit. (cf. rules on form of 
name of division or unit below). 

b. “However, a work prepared by a subdivi- 
sion not clearly identified as a distinct unit is en 
tered under the name of the corporate body as 
a whole. 

c. “A work prepared by more than two sub- 
divisions of a corporate body is entered under 
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the name of the corporate body as a whole.” 


Rule 21. Name of Division of Unit of Cor 
porate Body. 

a. “A department, division or other unit form 
ing an integral part of a corporate body is al- 
ways represented as a subdivision of that body. 
This applies to the divisions and units of an 
individual institution, and to the divisions and 
units of any corporate body which function as 
an organic and inseparable part of that body. 

b. “A unit which is administratively part of a 
department or division of a corporate body is rep- 
resented as a sudivision of the body as a whole, 
except when it functions as an organic part of 
the department or division of the body, or when 
its name implies subordination to a subdivision 
of the body or is incomplete or ambiguous with 
out the name of the department or division. 

c. “The faculties, schools, colleges, libraries, 
laboratories, and other facilities maintained by a 
university are treated as organic parts of the 
university.” 


After much discussion concerning Rule 16 b, a 
show of hands indicated that the librarians in 
attendance were favorably inclined to entering a 
corporate body under its several names succes 
sively. 

Concerning the name-versus-place entry, the 
code suggested entering all institutions under 
name rather than under place. Doubt was raised 
about the practicability of this single-rule ap 
proach, since some institutions have no distinc 
tive name (e.g., public libraries), others are not 
known by name (e.g., German universities, mon 
asteries like Cluny), and congestion could occur 
in the catalog under generic terms. More study 


is necessary here. 


Serial Entry 

The paper on serials was a long one (26 p.), 
very appropriately introduced with a summary 
statement of the case, as follows: “Serials are 
probably the most expensive and time-consum 
ing type of publication with which catalogers 
have to cope, not only because the entry itself 
is often complicated, particularly when it is 
under a corporate author, but also because the 
original entry is frequently not the final one, as 


it usually is for a monograph. The continual 
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changes of title, of issuing body, and even scope 
of serial publications involve us in a_never- 
ending round of recataloging and reclassifying. 
All of us, therefore, have a vital interest in the 
rules for cataloging serial publications and the 
rules for entry of corporate bodies as they affect 
serials.”

porate bodies). Still, this was precisely the pur 
pose of the Institute, namely, to sound out the 
librarians’ and catalogers’ attitudes towards new 
procedures prior to final publication. Some read 
ers will have observed earlier that in the out 
line of the new code, the section on serials is 
classed under “Works of Personal Authorship.” 

There were still other topics brought up for 
consideration, as the one on pseudonyms, where 
the editor advises entry under the name used in 
the original works, real or pseudonymous. The 
matter of how much information should be pro- 
vided on the catalog cards, in which reference 
librarians are primarily interested, was not pre- 
sented, since it is a topic pertaining to descrip 
tive cataloging, which was not on the agenda. 


Importance of Objectives 


The editor of the new code requested all to 
constantly keep the objectives of the code in 
mind, which he stated thus: “The primary ob- 
jectives which the catalog is designed to serve are 
twofold: First, to facilitate the location of a par 
ticular work; Second, to relate and bring togeth 
er the works of an author and the editions of a 
work.” Previously he had formulated the second 
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objective without the phrase “to relate”. The 
specific meaning and need of the added phrase 
are not explained in the editor's Introduction to 
the code. 

All in all, it was an interesting and informative 
Institute. The large attendance was already in 
dicative of high interest in code revision, though 
for fruitful discussion purpose the group (200) 
was rather large. The spade work for a new 
code has in the main been done, though much 
still remains to be accomplished, particularly in 
the corporate entry area. Perhaps it should be 
pointed out yet that “the Committee determined 
that it would attempt to work out a new code 
as soundly based as possible, without at this 
time considering too closely the old code or cur 
rent practice.”

Save for the specialist in Catholic bibliogra- 
phy, anyone who wishes to construct a reading 
list of Catholic books on any subject must quar- 
ry his entries from that great mine of Catholic 
bibliographic information, Walter Romig's Guide 
to Catholic Literature. My debt to this source 
will be immediately recognized by any librarian. 

This reading list is issued with the conviction 
that neither The Guide to Catholic Literature 
nor Books for Catholic Colleges nor The Cath 
olic Booklist is completely satisfactory as a guide 
to seminarians, priests and seminary librarians 
in their reading and buying of books for the 
study of the New Testament. GLC is too com- 
prehensive for the purpose and yields its riches 
only to patient effort. BCC is the best of the 
three both with respect to its organization and to 
the high quality of its selections, but it still leaves 
much to be desired. CB is directed to Catholics 
in general and while excellent at this level is 
not too helpful for clerics. 

Three services have been provided by this 
reading list: compilation, annotation and evalua 
tion. The first two speak for themselves; the 
third requires some explanation since the evalua- 
tion has been indicated by a series of numerals, 
i.e., 1, 2, 3 and 4. The evaluation was made with 
reference to usage and consultation by those 
seeking information about Sacred Scripture. In 
the first group Gmarked 1—Necessary ) are placed 
those works which are judged necessary for li 
brary use by reason of one or a combination of 
the following factors: a) the nature of the book;

Perhaps the name for this column should be 
changed to “Readers in the Parish.” Everywhere 
the cry is the same, “We have books but the 
readers are few.” 

What, then are we trying to do? Shall we 
gather a collection of books when there are no 
readers? Shall we search for readers and then 
buy books? If lack of readers is the problem, 
should we direct our energies to arousing reader 
interest? If the people in the parish do not want 
a library, should we continue our efforts to build 
up our collections? 

These and similar questions have arisen in 
the minds of many of you who are working in 
parish libraries. The answer is not a singular 
one. It involves both readers and books. People 
cannot read unless we give them books, but we 
must create the market. This means there must 
be a happy balance between placing on the 
shelves in parish libraries the books that will be 
suitable and then interesting our patrons in what 
has been done. 

Librarians must now go out to meet the bor 
rower. This is done most effectively by the 
“word-of-mouth” technique. One reads a book 
and tells someone else, who tells someone else. 

. . The method works, and it will work ten 
times as well if ten start spreading the good 
news. Enthusiasm is catching. 

Book reviewing as a method has its drawbacks. 
If the reviewer is not interesting, he can ruin a 
book as well as prove to be a boring experience. 
Furthermore, book reviewing has been somewhat 
overworked as a program device for club and 


parish meetings. 
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Basically, however, the review technique is 
sound, but it needs to have its face lifted; I 
mean literally lifted and turned toward the read 
er. Let the reader take part in reviewing ses 
sions by having book discussions. To have a 
spirited discussion all need not have read the 
same book, or they may not have read any book. 
The discussion can be built around an idea. 

The Poor Hater (Regnery, $4.59) by Wil 
liam Ready, is an excellent example of a book 
worth discussing. It is the story of Park Leary, 
an Irishman who learns the hard way but learn 
he does. In the learning he grows, matures and 
rises above many of the unhappy circumstances 
in which he finds himself. In proportion as Park 
Leary rises above the pettiness of his existence 
and glorifies it by his own newly realized dig 
nity, so do his friends and associates hate him 
for it. 

Consider the basic idea for discussion: What 
happens to a person who decides to live accord- 
ing to the principles which he understands to be 
the right ones, even though these are in conflict 
with the social group in which the person is 
living? This is a universal idea. It relates not 
only to Park Leary but to every person in the 
discussion group. So the leader might ask, or 
rather throw out to the group, a series of ques- 
tions. What made Park Leary 
What were his motives? Did he change in his 


act as he did? 


attitude towards life or towards others? Could 
he have achieved the same thing in other wavs? 
Why did Leary’s beloved Irish react as they did 
toward him? 

Such discussion can provide not only a stimu 
lating and spontaneous response but also will 
enable others to discuss the ideas and to drawn 
on their previous background of reading. The 
more deeply one is led to scrutinize his reading 
in terms of living the more surely will he be 
come a reader and thus will one of the prob 
lems of the parish librarian, or any librarian, be 
partially resolved.

Administration of the Reading Program 
in the Pediatrics Department 
of a Hospital 


Many hospital librarians have a special glow 
when they speak of the pediatric departments of 
their hospital. Perhaps it is because there is some 
thing about a sick child that touches everyone's 
heart. Or perhaps it is because the same char 
acteristics said to be needed in a pediatrician, 
have sometimes been ascribed to a “good” li- 
brarian: “gentleness, friendliness, thoughtful 
ness, trustfulness, respectfulness, and a sense 
of humor.”? To this might be added for both: a 
willingness to work beyond the demands of 
duty, to serve others without expectation of 
great monetary award. 

The need of all members of the pediatric de- 
partment, and of all the child patients, for li 
brary service cannot be gainsayed. Revolutions 
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in hospital procedures and points of view in re- 
cent years, brought about by miracles of medical 
research, of pharmacology, of new equipment, 
and of new psychological approaches, are no 
where more evident than in pediatrics. Better 
knowledge of nutrition, wider use of immuniza 
tion, plus new discoveries like the Salk vaccine 
and the tremendous strides in pediatric cardiol 
ogy, during the past decade, have changed the 
type of admissions and the picture of care in the 
pediatric department. 

Even more important is the change in point 
of view, from the narrow one of regarding a 
child patient as a disease case to the wide one 
of considering every child as a growing and de- 
veloping human entity, as an important person 
ality, and as a member of his community. 

The interests of the pediatric professional 
staffs have enlarged in the medical and surgical 
area, and, more, they now include areas of nor 
mal growth and development, preventive dis 
ease, child psychology, child guidance and 
mental health, and sociology such as health and 
welfare agencies, marriage and family problems, 
community education and juvenile delinquency. 
The librarian must be alert in acquiring ma 
terial in all these fields so that it will be on hand 
when it is needed. 

It is rarely necessary to stimulate reading by 
the staff doctors or internes. They are all too 
aware of the constantly changing patterns of 
their profession. Where physical facilities and 
an adequate staff exist, the librarian can be help 
ful in posting listings of new books, current re- 
visions in services like Brennemann’s Practice of 
Pediatrics, and subject coverage of periodicals of 
the type of Pediatric Clinics of North America, 
on the bulletin board in the pediatric depart 
ment. Articles with good illustrations from the 
more popular journals make good material for 
display here, too. Indexing, making analytics 
of new books and preparing bibliographies may 
also prove helpful. 

Student nurses and other professional students 
and faculty members usually frequent the library 
without prodding. However, they almost always 
need guidance from the librarian in finding ma- 
terial. 

For staff nurses and other professional hos 
pital staff in the pediatric department, the librar 
ian may have to exercise considerable ingenuity 
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to induce them to continue their professional 
reading. They should certainly have access to 
several reference books in the department, placed 
where they can easily be seen. In this area no- 
tices of new material and exhibits in the library 
with provocative annotations, may attract clients. 

The hospital librarian’s provision of reading 
material for children patients is becoming more 
and more accepted as part of her responsibili- 
ties. If she is fortunate, she may be able to take 
some time every week to visit the pediatric 
floor with a book-cart. But, in any case, she will 
probably have to supervise the purchase of chil 
dren’s books and instruct student nurses, aids, 
and volunteer story ladies, as to their suitability 
and use. 

If there is a supervised playroom on the pe 
diatrics floor with suflicient room for shelving, 
this is an ideal place to house the children’s li 
brary. Otherwise it is better for their preserva 
tion and use to have the children’s books in a 
special section of the patients’ library, if the hos 
pital offers this service. 

Neither the mental nor physical growth of a 
child stops when he is in the hospital. In fact, 
as he convalesces one may find that he is eager 
to read. Absorbed concentration on a good story 
will certainly give him a relaxed and restful 
period during which his body can recover its 
strength. The librarian has the pleasant oppor 
tunity of providing children with books on their 
special interests which they have not had time 
to read previously, and to excite slow or un- 
willing readers to an interest in reading by 
finding attractive, easy-to-read books that cater 
to their special tastes. There is nothing more 
wonderful to hear than a child’s exclamation: 
“That was the best book I ever read!” 

There are three emotional trauma of children 
in a hospital when books can be helpful. The 
youngest children suffer most from separation 
from mother and home. The school age chil 
dren are afraid that they are going to fall be 
hind their classmates at school. The older chil 
dren are worried for fear this hospital experi 
ence may leave permanent scars which will in 
terfere later with their participation in sports, 
in school social life, or even in holding a job, 
and in getting married and having babies. 

For the youngest children books are some 
thing familiar in a strange, probably perilous 


place. They are accepted as a comforting sym- 
bol of mother. If a student nurse reads to them, 
she becomes someone to love and cling to. 

When there are school teachers who teach 
the hospitalized children, the librarian can co- 
operate with them to allay the worries of the 
school age children. Many children boast proud- 
ly to their parents of the books they are reading, 
often books they had seen in their school li 
braries. 

By discussing the books he reads with a teen 
ager, the librarian may find she can help dispel 
some of the teenager’s hidden fears about him 
self, and through the inspiration of noble char 
acters in books, give him eager ambition for 
his future. 

There is great value in the “story lady experi 
ence” for a student nurse. She can learn what 
it is to know her patient as a person, and what 
it means to care for the “whole child.” In as 
sisting her to choose the right books for a child, 
the librarian can show her the value of reading 
in a child’s development, and by implication, 
in her own. The librarian can guide the stu 
dent’s judgment as to good and bad literature— 
children’s books make excellent clinical mater 
ial. Finally, the student nurse can learn to 
choose the best and most delightful books to 


read sometime later to her own family.
